Committee origin 


Even before the Declaration of Independence, a “Committee of 
Secret Correspondence” was appointed by the Continental Congress 
for the sole purpose of ‘corresponding with our friends in Great 
Britain, Ireland, and other parts of the world.” By the spring of 
1777, the specialized nature of its work had become recognized and 
its title was changed to ‘‘Committee for Foreign Affairs.”” However, 
specific problems in foreign affairs were occasionally dealt with by 
select or temporary committees appointed for the purpose. 

After the Congress of the United States was organized under the 
Constitution, select committees to deal with foreign affairs were 
appointed. This practice was continued until 1822, when the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs became a standing committee, with a 
membership of seven. 

Power over the purse 

The Committee on Foreign Affairs has been making a vital con- 
tribution as part of the congressional machinery for the development 
of foreign policy and for translating policies into action. The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations has precisely the same jurisdiction 
under the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946 (Public Law 601, 

79th Cong.), as the House committee, except for the consideration of 
treaties and Presidential appointments of Ambassadors and certain 
other officers of the United States, which constitutionally lie within the 
domain only of the Senate. However, it is the House of Representa- 
tives, with its constitutional power over the purse, which initiates 
all appropriations, while its Committee on Foreign Affairs bears the 
primary duty of authorizing all appropriations affecting relations of 
the United States with foreign nations. 


8. Committee jurisdiction 


(a) Scope.—Since 1822, the Committee on Foreign Affairs has had 
“a broad jurisdiction over foreign relations’? and had authority to 
report appropriations from 1885 to 1920. (Secs. 689, 690, Rules of 
the House of Representatives, H. Doc. No. 507, 83d Cong.) Rule XI 
of the House of Representatives defines the jurisdiction of the com- 
mittee as follows: 


(a) Relations of the United States with foreign nations generally. 

(b) Acquisition of land and buildings for embassies and legations in foreign 
countries. 

(c) Establishment of boundary lines between the United States and foreign 
nations. 

(d) Foreign loans. 

(e) International conferences and congresses. 

(f) Intervention abroad and declarations of war. 

(g) Measures relating to the diplomatic service. 

(h) Measures to foster commercial intercourse with foreign nations and to 
safeguard American business interests abroad. 

(i) Neutrality. 

(j) Protection of American citizens abroad and expatriation. 

(k) The American National Red Cross. 

(1) United Nations Organization and international financial and monetary 
organizations. 


The jurisdiction as defined in rule XI was made effective January 2, 
1947, as a part of the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946. 
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The committee, by tradition and precedent, maintains a close watch 
over the operations of the Department of State and the executive 
branch with reference to foreign affairs. By section 136 of the 
Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946, the committee is authorized 
to exercise continuous surveillance of the execution by the Department 
of State of the laws within the committee’s jurisdiction: 


Src. 136. To assist the Congress in appraising the administration of the laws 
and in developing such amendments or related legislation as it may deem neces- 
sary, each standing committee of the Senate and the House of Representatives 
shall exercise continuous watchfulness of the execution by the administrative 
agencies concerned of any laws, the subject matter of which is within the jurisdic- 
tion of such committee; and, for that purpose, shall study all pertinent reports and 
data submitted to the Congress by the agencies in the executive branch of the 
Government. 


(6) Powers.—Of practical assistance in enabling the committee to 
perform its functions efficiently and with dispatch is House Resolution 
29, 85th Congress (February 7, 1957), which resolves: 


That effective from January 4, 1957, the Committee on Foreign Affairs, acting as 
a whole or by subcommittee, is authorized to conduct a full and complete investi- 
gation and study of all matters— 

(1) relating to the laws, regulations, directives, and policies including 
personnel pertaining to the Department of State and such other departments 
and agencies engaged primarily in the implementation of United States 
foreign policy and the overseas operations, personnel, and facilities of de- 
partments and agencies of the United States which participate in the de- 
velopment and execution of such policy; 

(2) relating to the carrying out of programs and operations authorized by 
the Mutual Security Act and to other laws and measures to promote the 
foreign policy of the United States; 

(3) relating to activities and programs of international organizations in 
which the United States participates; 

(4) relating to the effectiveness of United States programs of assistance and 
information; and 

(5) relating to legislation within the jurisdiction of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs pursuant to provisions of rule XI of the Rules of the House of 
Representatives. 

The committee shall report to the House (or to the Clerk of the House if the 
House is not in session) as soon as practicable during the present Congress the 
results of its investigation and study, together with such recommendations as it 
deems advisable. 

For the purpose of carrying out this resolution the committee or subcommittee 
is authorized to sit and act during the present Congress at such times and places, 
whether the House has recessed, or has adjourned, to hold such hearings, and to 
require, by subpena or otherwise, the attendance and testimony of such witnesses 
and the production of such books, records, correspondence, memorandums, 
papers, and documents, as it deems necessary. Subpenas may be issued under 
the signature of the chairman of the committee or any member of the committee 


designated by him, and may be served by any person designated by such chairman 
or member. 


4. Study missions and participation in international conferences and 
events 

Pursuant to the special authority conferred upon the committee 
by the provisions of House Resolution 29, the committee has kept 
itself fully cognizant of latest developments in foreign affairs. The 
usual frequent conferences with high Government officials, both civil 
and military, have been augmented by special study missions sent 
to various parts of the world. In order to observe at first hand the 
problems of foreign countries and the administration of United States 
assistance programs falling within the purview of the committee, 
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study missions of the Committee on Foreign Affairs have made sur- 
veys in the following countries during the 85th Congress.

International conferences attended included the NATO Parliamen- 
tary Conferences and appointment of two members as United States 
delegates to the 12th session of the United Nations General Assembly. 
The committee was also represented at the inaugurations of the 
Presidents of Argentina and Nicaragua. 


§. Committee procedure 
Section 133 of the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1946 provides: 


(a) Each standing committee of the Senate and the House of Representatives 
(except the Committees on Appropriations), shall fix regular weekly, biweekly, 
or monthly meeting days for the transaction of business before the committee, 
and additional meetings may be called by the chairman as he may deem necessary. 

(b) Each such committee shall keep a complete record of all committee action. 
Such record shall include a record of the votes on any question on which a record 
vote is demanded. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the chairman of each such committee to report or 
cause to be reported promptly to the Senate or House of Representatives, as the 
case may be, any measure approved by his committee and to take or cause to be 
taken necessary steps to bring the matter to a vote. 

(d) No measure or recommendation shall be reported from any such committee 
unless a majority of the committee were actually present. 

(e) Each such standing committee shall, so far as practicable, require all wit- 
nesses appearing before it to file in advance written statements of their pro- 
posed testimony, and to limit their oral presentations to brief summaries of their 
argument. The staff of each committee shall prepare digests of such statements 
for the use of the committee members. 

(f) All hearings conducted by standing committees or their subcommittees 
shall be open to the public. except executive sessions for marking up bills or for 
voting or where the commitiee by a majority vote orders an executive session. 

In connection with hearings, the Committee on Foreign Affairs in- 
augurated, during the 80th Congress, the 5-minute rule for interro- 
gation of witnesses. This has become standard procedure. The 
rule provides that each committee member, starting with the ranking 
majority and minority members and alternating from majority to 
minority side, may interrogate a witness for a 5-minute interval. The 
witness’ reply is included in the 5-minute period. After all com- 
mittee members have interrogated, the round begins again, if members 
have further questions. The purpose of the rule is to insure equal 
division of time for interrogation of witnesses by all members. 

(a) Committee rules —As in all standing committees, the rules of 
the House of Representatives apply to procedure in the Foreign 
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Affairs Committee. Certain supplemental rules and practices have 
been utilized by the committee from time to time to facilitate the work 
of the committee. 

Quorum.—An actual quorum of the committee (members present, 
not proxies) must be present to make action taken valid. Seventeen 
members constitute a quorum. 

Interrogation of witnesses. —During hearings, witnesses usually 
present oral statements without interruption, questioning by com- 
mittee members taking place afterward, each member being called 
in turn by the chairman. A member desiring to speak or ask a ques- 
tion should always address himself to the chairman and not to the 
witness. This insures orderly procedure and recognition by the 
chairman in proper turn. It also prevents mistakes in identification 
by committee reporters. 

After a witness has completed his oral statement, questioning usually 
proceeds under the “5-minute rule.” Starting with the ranking 
majority member and alternating from majority to minority, the 
chairman calls on members to interrogate the witness for a 5-minute 
interval. The witness’ reply is included in such period. After all 
members have interrogated, the round begins again for further 
questions, if necessary. The rule insures equal division of time for all 
members. 

Executive session.—Proceedings in executive session are secret unless 
the committee authorizes otherwise. In practice, for many years, 
committee members have been free to state how they themselves voted 
on a measure, but not to refer to votes of others 

Prories.—Proxies, unless otherwise ordered by majority vote of the 
committee, are used only on final approval of specific bills or resolu- 
tions, as amended; not on amendments. Proxies must be written and 
filed in advance with the chairman or clerk. 

Document distribution.—As bills are introduced and referred to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, copies are obtained from the document 
room and mailed to each committee member by the clerk. This same 
procedure is followed with all printed documents referred to the com- 
mittee. Executive communications and other documents which are 
not printed, are listed in the committee calendar and kept available 
in the committee files for use of the members. 

Legislative calendar.—From time to time, as frequently as the 
introduction of new bills and legislative action may require it, a com- 
mittee calendar is printed and copies furnished each committee 
member. 

Reference by chairman.—Bills or resolutions are referred for con- 
sideration, at the discretion of the chairman, either to the full com- 
mittee, or to standing or ad hoc subcommittees. The chairman may 
designate a subcommittee chairman or other member to take respon- 
sibility as ‘‘floor manager” of a bill during its consideration in the 
House. 

Meeting notices.—All subcommittee meetings and hearings are 
cleared in advance with the chairman’s office through the staff admin- 
istrator (clerk) of the committee. Such meetings are held in tn» com- 
mittee rooms in the Capitol. The staff administrator sends aivance 
notice of subcommittee and full committee meetings to members. 
The majority and minority leaders receive notices and are invited to 
briefing meetings. 
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Releases.—No announcement or publicity shall be given to the 
results of hearings or recommendations of a subcommittee until they 
have been acted upon by the full committee, or released by the chair- 
man. This rule is not intended to limit the right of a subcommittee 
to make its findings publicly available after action by the full com- 
mittee if the subcommittee so desires. 

Staff services.—Services of all professional and clerical staff members 
are available to each member of the committee, as needed on commit- 
tee work, on a nonpartisan basis. Work assignments of staff members, 
unless authorized by committee vote, are undertaken only when auth- 
orized by the chairman or by the staff administrator acting under the 
direction of the chairman, in order to promote staff efficiency and at 
the same time avoid any inequitable, unfair, or burdensome distribu- 
tion of tasks. Records of staff assignments are available to all com- 
mittee members. 

Staff functions and responsibilities were spelled out June 6, 1950, in 
a resolution adopted by the committee dealing ‘“‘with the procedure of 
subcommittees and the organization and work of the staff for the 
committee.”” The text of the resolution is as follows: 


Resolved, That in order to provide proper coordination, avoid conflict of times 
and places of meeting, and most efficiently to provide research and other staff 
facilities for the consultative and the special legislative subcommittees of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs— 

1. The chairman of the Committee on Foreign Affairs and the ranking minority 
member shall be ex officio members of all consultative subcommittees. 

2. The question of referring bills or resolutions to a subcommittee for considera- 
tion shall be at the discretion of the chairman of the full committee. 

3. Bills or resolutions referred by the chairman of the full committee to a special 
legislative subcommittee should be acted upon promptly by such subcommittee, 
and a report of its findings made to the full committee without undue delay. 

4, All subcommittee meetings and hearings shall be cleared in advance with 
the chairman’s office through the staff administrator (clerk) of the committee. 
The staff administrator shall be responsible for sending advance notice of sub- 
committee, as well as full committee, meetings to members, listing witnesses, 
keeping the records and the furnishing, when, and as authorized, of professional 
and clerical staff services. 

5. All staff studies and assignments of staff members for other duties under 
their employment, excepting such as may ke authorized by a vote of the com- 
mittee, shall be undertaken, made, and prepared when, and only if, authorized 
and directed by the chairman of the full committee. Such assignments, how- 
ever, may be made by the staff administrator, acting under the direction of the 
chairman. The staff administrator shall keep and make available to the chair- 
man at all times an accurate record of the current assignments of each and every 
member of the staff, both professional and clerical, to the end that the chairman 
may avoid any inequitable, unfair, or burdensome distribution of tasks among 
staff consultants or staff assistants. Such records shall also be available to all 
members of the committee. 

6. Staff consultants shall be individually responsible to the chairman and to the 
members of the committee for the accuracy of their work. Services of all pro- 
fessional and clerical staff members shall be available to each member of the 
committee, as needed on committee work, on a nonpartisan basis. 

7. The clerk of the committee is to serve as the staff administrator of the 
committee and is to be so termed in committee documents. As such administra- 
tor, he shall be responsible to the chairman and the committee for efficient admin- 
istration, under the direction and control of the chairman, of the work of the 
professional and clerical staff. He is expected to achieve, as far as possible, a 
coordination of talent and cooperation in effort among the personnel of both 
branches of the staff. 


6. Subcommittee structure 


In the spring of 1945 (79th Cong.), the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
pioneered in creating a consultative subcommittee system. Five geo- 
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graphical area subcommittees assisted members, through frequent 
consultation with responsible officers of the executive branch, to keep 
more fully posted on world developments. 

During the 80th Congress further progress was made. The original 
5 were expanded to 11 by adding 6 functional subcommittees. Their 
functions became legislative as well as consultative. In utilizing 
standing subcommittees for legislation, however, it was found that in- 
evitably the jurisdiction of some covered more bills than others. This 
resulted in a disproportionate workload which, on several occasions, 
caused 1 subcommittee to carry a work schedule 9 times heavier than 
another, and left 1 substantive subcommittee with no legislation at all. 
To correct this, the use of ad hoc, or temporary legislative subcom- 
mittees, was begun. 

Taking advantage of the lessons learned during the 79th and 80th 
Congresses, the 81st Congress saw the emergence of a dual system. 
First, nine geograpbical area and functional subcommittees were 
formed as standing study and consultative groups. Second, use was 
made of a number of ad hoc legislative subcommittees to screen 
legislation for the full committee. 

The dual system was reestablished in the 82d Congress and con- 
tinued in the 83d, 84th, and 85th Congresses, during which 8 
standing subcommittees were organized for purposes of consultation 
and study. ‘wo ad hoc subcommittees were appointed to consider 
various matters in the 85th Congress. The chairman and ranking 
minority member of the full committee are ex officio members of all 
consultative subcommittees, but not of the ad hoc subcommittees. 
Under long-established practice, members of the full committee are 
welcome to attend meetings of all subcommittees and are not limited 
to sessions of those on which they themselves serve. Invitations are 
extended to the majority and minority leaders of the House to attend 
all “‘briefing’’ meetings held by the standing subcommittees. 

By terms of a resolution adopted by the committee, the question of 
referring bills or resolutions to a subcommittee “shall be at the dis- 
cretion of the chairman of the full committee.’’ In practice, there is 
no set schedule of meetings. The subcommittees meet on call of their 
chairmen as frequently as desirable. To avoid conflict with meetings 
of the full committee, or previously scheduled sessions of other sub- 
committees, meetings are, by decision of the full committee, cleared in 
advance with the office of the chairman of the full committee through 
the staff administrator. 

A degree of specialization, as reflected by the subcommittee struc- 
ture, has proved a valuable aid to the members. These consultations 
assist the committee members to exchange views on problems of 
foreign policy with responsible officers of the executive branch in 
advance of formulating proposals and making decisions. In this 
way, an important and constructive method of cooperating to pro- 
mote efficiency in the discharge of legislative and executive respon- 
sibility is being increasingly utilized. 


7 Workload 


The tremendous growth in the committee’s workload during recent 
years is apparent from a comparison of the funds involved in legisla- 
tion considered. ‘Thus, during the 73d Congress the amount of money 
involved in public bills before the committee was $102,000 whereas 
authorizations considered by the committee, passed by the House,

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and enacted into law during the 85th Congress alone amounted to 
about $6.5 billion. 


8. Publication of documents 


Keenly conscious of the disadvantages of proceedings in executive 
session, the committee has made a special point of publishing trans- 
scripts of these meetings after deletion of testimony involving matters 
relating to national security. It is also the chairman’s practice after 
executive session meetings to give the press a digest of information 
received or action taken during the meeting, carefully omitting refer- 
ences involving matters affecting the national security. 

Practically all documents published for the use of the committee, 
with the exception of those having a security classification, are avail- 
able either for distribution to the public or for inspection by the 
public. These include the committee’s legislative calendar, legisla- 
tive hearings, reports on legislation, reports of study missions, back- 
ground studies on special subjects, and the survey of committee 
activities.

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8. Middle East Doctrine—House Joint Resolution 117 (by Mr. Gordon) 


The purpose of the resolution is to authorize the President to 
undertake economic and military cooperation with nations in the 
general area of the Middle East in order to assist in the strengthening 
and defense of their independence. 

Three primary objectives are accomplished by the resolution: 

First, it puts the Soviet Union on notice that the United States 
intends to use its Armed Forces if necessary to secure and protect 
any nation or group of nations of the Middle East requesting such aid 
against overt armed aggression from any nation controlled by inter- 
national communism. 

Second, the resolution by its scope and spirit, as well as by its 
language, is intended to make clear to the governments and the 
people of the Middle East the attitude and the policy of the United 
States toward them. The policy of the United States toward the 
area and its readiness to provide assistance contemplates no infringe- 
ment of the sovereignty of any nation. 

Third, the resolution removes certain restrictions on the use of 
mutual security funds by the President which are contained in existing 
law. A sum not to exceed $200 million may be used for the purpose 
of furnishing economic and military assistance pursuant to the 
provisions of section 401 (a) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as 
amended, and without regard to section 105 of the Mutual Security 
Appropriation Act, 1957. 

The maintenance of international peace and security, insofar as the 
foreign policy of the United States is concerned, has involved all three 
objectives. To utilize one is not to exclude the others. This is the 
impulse behind the language contained in section 2 of the resolution 
respecting employment by the President of the United States of the 
Armed Forces of the United States in the general area of the Middle 
East consonant with the treaty obligations of the United States and 
with the Constitution of the United States.

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4. Amendment of Anglo- American Financial Agreement—Senate Joint 
Resolution 72 (by Messrs. Monroney, Fulbright, and Capehart)

The bill further authorizes the President to cooperate with the Wash- 
ington State World Fair Commission and to determine the extent to 
which the United States shall be a participant and exhibitor at the 
exposition. The bill authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed 
$125,000. The funds authorized at this time will be used only to pay 
the expenses incurred by the Commissioner and by other departments 
and agencies in making the necessary surveys required for the prepa- 
ration of recommendations as to the nature and extent of United States 
participation in the exposition. It is not possible as yet to estimate 
the cost to the United States Government of participation in the 
Seattle exposition since the nature of such participation has not as yet 
been determined. Although the bill authorizes an appropriation of 
only $125,000, it is anticipated that United States participation in 
the exposition will require additional authorization and appropria- 
tions. 

The bill also requires that the President report to the Congress 
during its first regular session after the enactment of this legislation 
with respect to the most effective manner of representation of the 
United States and the amount of appropriations which will be neces- 

sary to accomplish such representation.

The citi of the bill is to authorize the negotiation of a compact 
between the State of Minnesota and the Province of Manitoba, 
Canada, for the construction of a highway through the northwest 
angle of Minnesota. This area is separated from the rest of the State 
by the Lake of the Woods. The construction of a highway will pro- 
vide access to this area through Manitoba. Congressional authority 
is requested because of the constitutional prohibition against States 
negotiating with foreign governments. The proposed pact will not 
be “binding unless and until the State of Minnesota and the Province 
of Manitoba ratify it and it is approved by the Congress. 

No expenditure of Federal funds is anticipated; however, it is 
possible that Federal highway funds may be used within the State 
of Minnesota for that purpose.

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18. Corregidor Bataan Memorial Commission—H. R. 10069 (by Mr. 
Selden) 

The bill amends the act of August 5, 1953, creating the Corregidor 
Bataan Memorial Commission by making clear that the Commission 
is not limited to a life span of 4 years; rather that the individual com- 
missioners, of whom there are nine, are appointed for 4-year terms. 
The bill also enlarges the concept and scope of the proposed memorial. 
As the law was passed in 1953, the memorial planned was to be a 
replica of the Statue of Liberty to serve as a memorial to the Filipinos 
and Americans who lost their lives while serving in the Philippines 
during World War II. Subsequently, the law was broadened to pro- 
vide for the erection of any suitable memorial which may include, 
among others, a replica of the Statue of Liberty. This bill deletes 
the reference to the Statue of Liberty to conform with earlier changes 
in the text. The bill also amends existing law by deleting the author- 
ization for $100,000 and substitutes the sum of $200,000. The in- 
creased authorization, against which the Commission intends to request 
an appropriation of $46,000 for next year, will be sufficient for the 
Commission to continue its operations ‘for another 2 years.

The bill is for the relief of the widow of an American, Joseph Henry 
Leute, who was serving in the consular service at the time of. his 
death abroad in 1909. There was no law under which his widow 
could receive any benefits. 

This bill provides that Mr. Leute shall be deemed to have been a 
participant under the Foreign Service retirement and disability 
system, thereby making his w idow eligible for consideration for ben- 
efits. This bill in itself will not give her any money. It will make it 
possible for the Secretary of State to consider her financial situation in 
order to determine whether she is in actual need and without other 
adequate means of support. If the Secretary so determines, he may 
then extend to her a maximum of $100 per month payable from the 
Foreign Service retirement and disability fund.

20. Increase in United States sities to the International Council 
of Scientific Unions—Senate Joint Resolution 85 (by Mr. Green) 

(H. J. Res. 399 (by Mr. O'Hara of Illinois)) 
The purpose of the resolution is to authorize an increase in United 
States contributions to the International Council of Scientific Unions 
and its associated unions from $9,000 to $65,000 annually. Appro- 
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priations under this authorization are included each year in the 
appropriation for the Department of State. The funds made avail- 
able under this authorization are to pay the dues assessed against the 
United States as a result of its membership. 

The principal reason for the need for an increase in authorization 
is that the number of unions affiliated with the Council has more than 
doubled since the time the $9,000 per year authorization was estab- 
lished. In addition, there also has been an increase in certain expense 
items. Actual assessments against the United States for member- 
ship dues have exceeded the $9,000 annual authorization and appro- 
priation during recent years. 

The International Council of Scientific Unions was first established 
in 1918 at a conference sponsored by the National Academy of Sciences 
of the United States, and is composed at the present time of 13 member 
unions. There are also 42 member nations in the Council itself, includ- 
ing all the countries of Western Europe, the U. 8S. S. R., Czechoslo- 
vakia, and Poland. The functions of the Council include arranging 
for regularly scheduled international conferences and symposiums; 
distributing useful abstracts of foreign scientific and technical journals 
through the Council’s abstracting board; serving as a clearinghouse 
for scientific information; and maintaining permanent services such 
as the International Time Bureau, the International Service for the 
Study of Floods, and the International Service of Geomagnetic Indices.

21. Inviting International Civil Aviation Organization to hold its 12th 
assembly in the United States—Senate Joint Resolution 166 (by 
Mr. Magnuson) (H. J. Res.

The resolution authorizes an appropriation of $200,000 to enable the 
United States to extend ap invitation to the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization to hold the 12th session of its assembly in the United 
States in 1959.

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2. Evaluation and waiver of wartime loans to certain American citizens— 
H. R. 10568 (by Mr. Hays of Ohio) (S. 747 (by Mr. Green)) 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of State to evaluate in dollars cer- 
tain financial assistance loans expressed in foreign currencies arising 
as a result of World War II. 

When World War II started in the Far East, the Department of 
State used a fund made available to it for emergencies in the diplo- 
matic and consular service to assist Americans who found dhenndikihe 
in a difficult financial position. Through the availability of this 
special fund repatriation expenses of some Americans were advanced ; 
in cases where Americans were interned by the Japanese, loans were 
made to enable the internees to purchase foodstuffs and other necessi- 
ties from the Japanese in order that they could subsist. In setting 
up this fund, Congress had made clear that advances from it were to 
be treated as loans for which the recipient would sign a non-interest- 
bearing promissory note. 

The Swiss Government was entrusted with the protection of United 
States interests in Japan and Japanese-occupied areas. Beginning in 
1944 the Department of State instructed the Swiss Government to 
advance funds to Americans against notes in which the borrower’s 
obligation to the United States Government was expressed not in 
United States dollars but in local currency units. Under this arrange- 
ment the Department of State advanced United States dollars to the 
Swiss Government, which converted these into Swiss francs. With 
the francs the Swiss bought local currencies. These in turn were ad- 
vanced to Americans, who signed promissory notes for amounts ex- 
pressed in local currency units. The Department’s position is that 
the arbitrary and unrealistic exchange rates imposed upon the Swiss 
by the Japa nese made dollar amounts meaningless. 

There are about 20,000 promissory notes outstanding in 2,000 differ- 
ent accounts for loans made in foreign currency, representing an 
advance of $7,130,574. On the basis of a formula worked out with the 
General Accounting Office, the Department estimates the realistic 
value to be $219,530. The bill would authorize the Department to 
convert these fiat currencies into realistic dollar values. If the Depart- 
ment cannot collect the converted amounts, it will turn the account 
over to the General Accounting Office to attempt collection. Should 
it be determined that a debt is uncollectible, the Secretary of State, 
at the discretion of the Comptroller General, can waive collection of 
all or part of the money owed the Government, The waiver authority 


will permit the Government to deal realistically with uncollectible 
amounts.

8. Granting the consent of Congress to a Great Lakes Basin Compact— 
S. 1416 (by Mr. McNamara) (H. R. 4314, by Mr. Byrnes, 

H. R. 4315, by Mr. Ford, H. R. 4316, by Mr. Rabaut) 
The purpose of the bill is to grant the consent of Congress, with 
certain limiting qualifications, to the creation of a Great Lakes Com- 
mission by the States of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
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York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Wisconsin. The Commission, whose 
powers are limited to recommendations and advisory functions, has 
already been formed and all of the above States, except Ohio and New 
York, have already ratified. The Commission’s powers include the 
gathering and publication of information; making recommendations 
with respect to the orderly and balanced development, use, and con- 
servation of the water resources of the Great Lakes Basin; considering 
the means of improving fisheries and navigation; recommending legis- 
lation to the States, and cooperating with the United States Govern- 
ment and other public bodies. 

The only cost to the Federal Government will be the salary of the 
Federal representative to the Commission. Section 2 of the bill pro- 
vides that the Federal representative shall be appointed by the 
President and shall report in writing to the Senate, the House of 
Representatives, and the President. He shall have no vote in the 
Commission. His salary shall not exceed $15,000 per year and shall 
be paid from the current appropriation for salaries in the White House 
of the staff assistants for the President in connection with special 
projects:

H. R. 6606 and S. 979 provide for extending the date for filing claims 
under section 306 of the act. H.R. 5044 and H. R. 5752 provide for 
the eligibility of claimants to include nationals of the United States 
to mean persons who, at the time of loss, were permanent residents of 
the United States.

2. Information aad Educational Exchange Act amendments (Public 
Law 402, 80th Cong.) —H. R. 8081 (by Mr. Hays of Ohio) 

Executive Communication 394, pertaining to the improvement of 
the foreign policy of the United States by amending the United States 
Information and Educational Exchange Act of 1948, was referred to 
the Subcommittee on State Department Organization and Foreign 
Operations on February 28, 1957. 

Hearings were held by the subcommittee on March 14 and 20, 
April 16, May 2 and 21, 1957, at which time the views of various 
departmental re presentative es were considered. 

As a result of these hearings, H. R. 8081, authorizing the United 
States Information Agency to establish a competitive career system 
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for its overseas personnel, was favorably reported, with amendments, 
to the full committee on May 22, 1957.

PUBLIC LAW 85-7 
[H. J. Res. 117] 


JOINT RESOLUTION To promote peace and stability in the Middle East 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the President be and hereby is authorized to cooperate 
with and assist any nation or group of nations in the general area of the Middle 
East desiring such assistance in the development of economic strength dedicated 
to the maintenance of national independence. 

Sec. 2. The President is authorized to undertake, in the general area of the 
Middle East, military assistance programs with any nation or group of nations 
of that area desiring such assistance. Furthermore, the United States regards 
as vital to the national interest and world peace the preservation of the indepen- 
dence and integrity of the nations of the Middle East. To this end, if the 
President determines the necessity thereof, the United States is prepared to use 
armed forces to assist any such nation or group of such nations requesting as- 
sistance against armed aggression from any country controlled by international 
communism: Provided, That such employment shall be consonant with the treaty 
obligations of the United States and with the Constitution of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The President is hereby authorized to use during the balance of fiscal 
year 1957 for economic and military assistance under this joint resolution not to 
exceed $200,000,000 from any appropriation now available for carrying out the 
provisions of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, in accord with the 
provisions of such Act: Provided, That, whenever the President determines it to 
be important to the security of the United States, such use may be under the 
authority of section 401 (a) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended 
(except that the provisions of section 105 (a) thereof shall not be waived), and 
without regard to the provisions of section 105 of the Mutual Security Appro- 
priation Act, 1957: Provided further, That obligations incurred in carrying out 
the purposes of the first sentence of section 2 of this joint resolution shall be paid 
only out of appropriations for military assistance, and obligations incurred in 
carrying out the purposes of the first section of this joint resolution shall be paid 
only out of appropriations other than those for military assistance. This authori- 
zation is in addition to other existing authorizations with respect to the use of 
such appropriations. None of the additional authorization contained in this 
section shall be used until fifteen days after the Committee on Foreign Relations 
of the Senate, the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives, 
the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the House of Representatives 
and, when military assistance is involved, the Committees on Armed Services 
of the Senate and the House of Representatives have been furnished a report 
showing the object of the proposed use, the country for the benefit of which such 
use is intended, and the particular appropriation or appropriations for carrving 
out the provisions of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, from which 
the funds are proposed to be derived: Provided, That funds available under this 
section during the balance of fiscal year 1957 shall, in the case of any such report 
submitted during the last fifteen days of the fiscal year, remain available for 
use under this section for the purposes stated in such report for a period of twenty 
days following the date of submission of such report. Nothing contained in this 
joint resolution shall be construed as itself authorizing the appropriation of 
additional funds for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the first section 
or of the first sentence of section 2 of this joint resolution. 
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Sec. 4. The President should continue to furnish facilities and military assist- 
ance, within the provisions of applicable law and established policies, to the United 
Nations Emergency Force in the Middle East, with a view to maintaining the 
truce in that region. 

Sec. 5. The President shall within the months of January and July of each year 
report to the Congress his action hereunder. 

Sec. 6. This joint resolution shall expire when the President shall determine 
that the peace and security of the nations in the general area of the Middle East 
are reasonably assured by international conditions created by action of the United 
Nations or otherwise except that it may be terminated earlier by a concurrent 
resolution of the two Houses of Congress.

JOINT RESOLUTION To implement further the act of July 15, 1946, by approving the signature by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of an agreement amending the Anglo-American Financial Agreement of De-

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That section 1 of the Act of July 15, 1946 (60 Stat. 535; 22 
U. 8S. C. 2862) is hereby amended by changing the period at the end thereof to a 
comma and adding the following, ‘‘and the action of the Secretary of the Treasury 
in signing the agreement dated March 6, 1957, amending said agreement is hereby 
approved.”

PUBLIC LAW 85-42 
[H. R. 1983] 


AN ACT To provide for the conveyance of the reversionary interest of the United States in certain lands 
to the Clint Independent School District and the Fabens Independent School District in the State of 
Texas, or to either of them, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of State is hereby authorized 
notwithstanding any other provisions of law, to enter into an agreement with the 
board of trustees of the Clint Independent School District, Clint, Texas, and the 
board of trustees of the Fabens Independent School District, Fabens, Texas, 
municipal corporations of the State of Texas and grantees of an undivided one- 
half interest in and to a forty-acre tract of land covered by a deed dated May 14, 
1940, filed of record in volume 667, at page 290 of the deed recortls of El Paso 
County, Texas, (1) consenting on behalf of the United States that the said mu- 
nicipal corporations may voluntarily partition between them the land so granted: 
Provided, That the reversionary provisions in said deed shall remain unaffected 
by such partition; and (2) providing for the exchange by either or both of said 
grantee municipal corporations in accord with the provisions of section 2 hereof 
of the lands so granted and so partitioned for other lands of not less than an equal 
area and value, as determined by the Secretary of State, as said municipal corpo- 
rations, or either of them, may deem more suitable for public educational pur- 
poses. 

Sec. 2. When the agreement contemplated by section 1 hereof shall have been 
concluded, there shall be exchanged simultaneously by the parties in interest such 
deeds and other instruments as may be required by the laws of the State of Texas 
(1) to effect a waiver by the Secretary of State on behalf of the Government of 
the United States of the reversionary interest which it has in the lands covered 
by the petition and to be exchanged; (2) to vest in the Government of the United 
States in the lands to be received in exchange by the said municipal corporations, 
or either of them, for their portions or portion of the lands to be partitioned a 
reversionary interest which reversionary interest shall be of like intent end legal 
effect as the reversionary interest retained by the United States under the pro- 
visions in the said deed of May 14, 1940, to said municipal corpor*tions; and (3) 
to effect the exchange between the present owners in fee simple of the lands 
covered by the partition and of those for which the exchange is to be made: 
Provided, however, That none of the instruments of title shall be valid until all 
necessary deeds and other instruments have been executed and exchanged: And

provided further, That the exchange of lands herein contemplated shall be with- 
out cost to the United States. 

Src. 3. The Secretary of State is further authorized to execute on behalf of the 
Government of the United States such deeds and other instruments of title as 
shall be necessary to carry out the purpose of this Act.

AN ACT To amend further the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, and for other purposes 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That this Act may be cited as the “‘Mutual Security 
Act of 1957’’. 

Sec. 2. Title I, chapter 1, of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to military assistance, is further amended as follows: 

(a) Amend section 103, which relates to authorizations, as follows: 

(1) Strike out subsection (a) and substitute the following: 

““(a) There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the President for use 
beginning in the fiscal vear 1958 to carry out the purposes of this chapter not to 
exceed $1,600,000,000, which shall remain available until expended.”’ 

(2) In subsection (b), strike out “and of section 124’’. 

(3) In subsection (c), add at the end thereof the following new sentence: 
“When appropriations made pursuant to this section are used to furnish military 
assistance on terms of repayment within three years or earlier, dollar repayments, 
including dollar proceeds derived from the sale of foreign currency received here- 
under to any United States Government agency or program, may be credited to 
the current applicable appropriation and shall be available until expended for 
the purposes of military assistance on terms of repayment, and, notwithstanding 
section 1415 of the Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1953, or any other provision 
of law relating to the use of foreign currencies or other receipts accruing to the 
United States, repayments in foreign currency may be used for the purposes of 
this chapter: Provided, That the authority in this sentence shall apply to repay- 
ments from not to exceed $175,000,000 of the appropriations used for such as- 
sistance.”’ 

(b) In section 104 (a), which relates to infrastructure, strike out in the first 
sentence the word “already’’; strike out ‘‘$780,000,000” in the first sentence and 
substitute ‘‘$1,000,000,000”’; and strike out the second sentence. 

(c) In section 105 (b) (3), which relates to conditions applicable to military 
assistance, strike out the words between ‘“‘Asia”’ and “, the President’’. 

(d) Amend section 107, which relates to waivers of law, as follows: 

(1) In subsection (a), strike out “‘1262 (a), and title 34, United States Code, 
section 546 (e)”’ and substitute ‘7307 (a)’’. 

(2) In subsection (b), strike out “Revised Statutes 1222 (10 U. S. C. 576)” 
and substitute ‘‘title 10, United States Code, sections 3544 (b) and 8544 (b)’’. 

(e) Repeal section 108, which relates to transfer of military equipment to Japan. 

Sec. 3. Chapter 2 of title I of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to southeast Asia and the Western Pacific, and direct forces support, 
is hereby repealed. 

Src. 4. Title I, chapter 3, of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to defense support, is further amended as follows: 

(a) Amend section 131, which relates to general authority, as follows: 

(1) In subsection (a), before ‘designed’? in the first sentence, insert 
‘specifically’. 

(2) Strike out subsection (b) and substitute the following: 

“‘(b) There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the President for use 
beginning in the fiscal year 1958 to carry out the purposes of this section not to 
exceed $750,000,000, which shall remain available until expended.” 
be (3) Strike out subsection (c), and redesignate subsection ‘‘(d)’’ as subsection 
ie 

(4) Add a new subsection (d) as follows: 

““(d) To the extent necessary to accomplish the purposes of this section in 
Korea (1) assistance may be furnished under this section without regard to the 
other provis‘ons of this title and (2) the authority provided in section 307 may be 
exercised in furnishing assistance under subsection (a) of this section; and funds 
available under this section may be used for payment of ocean freight charges 
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on shipments for relief and rehabilitation in Korea without regard to section 409 
of this Act.” 

(b) Repeal section 132, which relates to the Korean program. 

Sec. 5. Title I, chapter 4, of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to general provisions relating to mutual defense assistance, is further 
amended as follows: 

(a) In section 142 (b), which relates to agreements, strike out in the first sen- 
tence “chapter 2 or” and “‘or under title IT’. 

(b) Section 143 is amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 143. AssIsTANCE TO YuGosLAvia.—lIn furnishing assistance to Yugo- 
slavia, the President shall continuously assure himself (1) that Yugoslavia con- 
tinues to maintain its independence, (2) that Yugoslavia is not participating in 
any policy or program for the Communist conquest of the world, and (3). that the 
furnishing of such assistance is in the interest of the national security of the 
United States. The President shall keep the Foreign Relations Committee and 
the Appropriations Committee of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of 

tepresentatives fully and constantly informed of any assistance furnished to 
Yugoslavia under this Act.” 

(c) Add a new section 144 as follows: 

“Sec. 144. Sourneast Asra.—Assistance under this title shall be made avail- 
able subject to the provisions of sections 141 and 142, except that (1) in the case 
of assistance to the Associated States of Cambodia, Laos, and Vietnam, and 
(2) in the case of assistance (not to exceed in the aggregate 10 per centum of 
the amount appropriated pursuant to section 121, excluding unexpended balances 
of prior appropriations) to other nations in the area of southeast Asia, the Pres- 
ident may waive specific provisions of section 142 to the extent he may deem 
necessary in the national interest to carry out the purposes of this Act. The 
President or such officer as he may designate shall report each instance of such 
waiver to the Foreign Relations, Appropriations, and Armed Services Commit- 
tees of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives within 
thirty days.’’ 

Sec. 6. Title II of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which relates 
to development assistance, is further amended by striking out the heading of 
the title “DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE”’, and substituting ‘“_DEVELOP- 
MENT LOAN FUND”; by striking out the section number and heading of sec- 
tion 201 and striking out subsections (a) and (b) of section 201; by redesignating 
subsection (c) of section 201 as subsection (d) of section 537 and striking out 
therein ‘‘this title’ and ‘‘411 (c)’”’ and substituting, respectively, ‘‘section 400 (a)’ 
and ‘411 (b)’’; and by inserting the following new sections: 

“Sec, 201. DecLARATION oF PuRposE.—The Congress of the United States 
recognizes that the progress of free peoples in their efforts to further their eco- 
nomic development, and thus to strengthen their freedom, is important to the 
security and general welfare of the United States. The Congress further recog- 
nizes the necessity in some cases of assistance to such peoples if they are to suc- 
ceed in these efforts. The Congress accordingly reaffirms that it is the policy 
of the United States, and declares it to be the purpose of this title, to strengthen 
friendly foreign countries by encouraging the development of their economies 
through a competitive free enterprise system; to minimize or eliminate barriers 
to the flow of private investment capital and international trade; to facilitate 
the creation of a climate favorable to the investment of private capital; and to 
assist, on a basis of self-help and mutual cooperation, the efforts of free peoples 
to develop their economic resources and to increase their productive capabilities. 

“Sec. 202. GENERAL AuTHOoRITY.—(a) There is hereby established a fund to 
be known as the ‘Development Loan Fund’ (hereinafter referred to in this title as 
‘the Fund’) to be used by the President to finance activities carried out pursuant 
to authority contained in this title. 

“(b) To carry out the purposes of this title, the President is hereby authorized 
to make loans, credits, or guaranties, or to engage in other financing operations or 
transactions (not to include grants or direct purchases of equity securities), to or 
with such nations, organizations, persons or other entities, and on such terms and 
conditions, as he may determine, taking into account (1) whether financing could 
be obtained in whole or in part from other free world sources on reasonable terms, 
(2) the economic and technical soundness of the activity to be financed, and (3) 
whether the activity gives reasonable promise of contributing to the development 
of economic resources or to the increase of productive capacities in furtherance of 
the purposes of this title. Loans shall be made from the Fund only on the basis 
of firm commitments by the borrowers to make repayment and upon a finding 
that there are reasonable prospects of such repayment. The Fund shall be 
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administered so as to support and encourage private investment and other private 
participation furthering the purposes of this title, and it shall be administered 
so as not to compete with private investment capital, the Export-Import Bank 
or the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development. The authority 
of section 401 (a) of this Act may not be used to waive the requirements of this 
title or of the Mutual Defense Assistance Control Act of 1951 with respect to this 
title, nor may the authority of section 501 of this Act be used to increase or 
decrease the funds available under this title. No guaranties of equity investment 
against normal business-type risks shall be made available under this subsection. 
The Manager of the Fund shall furnish to the Committee on Foreign Relations 
and the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives a report on each financing operation or transaction involving 
the Fund’s assets. Such report shall be made at the time such financing operation 
or transaction is consummated. 

“Sec. 203. CaprraLizATion.—(a) There is hereby authorized to be appropri- 
ated to the President without fiscal year limitation, for advances to the Fund, not 
to exceed $500,000,000. In addition, there is hereby authorized to be appropri- 
ated to the President without fiscal year limitation, for advances to the Fund 
beginning in the fiscal year 1959, not to exceed $625,000,000. 

“Sec. 204. Fiscat Provistons.—(a) All receipts from activities or transactions 
under this title shall be credited to the Fund and, notwithstanding section 1415 
of the Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1953, or any other provision of law relat- 
ing to the use of foreign currencies or other receipts accruing to the United States 
shall be available for use for purposes of this title. 

“(b) The President is authorized to incur, in accordance with the provisions of 
this title, obligations against the Fund in amounts which may not at any time 
exceed the assets of the Fund. The term ‘assets of the Fund’ as used in this sec- 
tion shall mean the amount of liquid assets of the Fund at any given time including 
any amount of capitalization authorized pursuant to section 203 (a) of this Act 
which has not been advanced to the Fund as of such time. The Fund shall be 
available without fiscal year limitation for any obligations or expenditures in 
connection with the performance of functions under this title. 

“(c) In the performance of and with respect to the functions, powers, and 
duties vested in him by this title, the President shall prepare annually and submit 
a budget program in accordance with the provisions of the Government Corpora- 
tion Control Act, as amended; and he shall cause to be maintained an integral set 
of accounts which shall be audited by the General Accounting Office in accordance 
with principles and procedures applicable to commercial corporate transactions 
as provided by the Government Corporation Control Act, as amended, and no 
other audit shall be required. 

“Sec. 205. Powers anp AutTuHoritires.—(a) In carrying out the purposes of 
this title, the President shall, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
appoint in the International Cooperation Administration of the Department of 
State a Manager of the Fund. The office of Manager of the Fund shall be in 
addition to other offices provided for by law, and the compensation for such office 
shall be at a rate not in excess of $19,000 a year. 

““(b) The President shall also establish a Loan Committee, consisting of the 
Deputy Under Secretary of State for Economic Affairs, who shall be chairman, 
the Director of the International Cooperation Administration, and the Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Export-Import Bank, which shall, under the 
foreign policy guidance of the Secretary of State, establish basic financial terms 
and conditions for the operations and transactions of the Fund. 

“(c) In carrying out his functions with respect to this title, the Manager of 
the Fund may: enter into, perform, and modify contracts, leases, agreements, 
or other transactions, on such terms as may be deemed appropriate, with any 
agency or instrumentality of the United States, with any foreign government or 
foreign government agency, or with any person, partnership, association, corpo- 
ration, organization, or other entity, public or private, singly or in combination; 
accept and use gifts or donations of services, funds, or property (real, personal 
or mixed, tangible or intangible) ; contract for the services of attorneys; determine 
the character of and necessity for obligations and expenditures under this title, 
and the manner in which they shall be incurred, allowed, and paid, subject to 
provisions of law specifically applicable to Government corporations; acquire 
and dispose of, upon such terms and conditions and for such consideration as 
the Manager of the Fund shall determine to be reasonable, through purchase, 
exchange, discount, rediscount, public or private sale, negotiation, assignment, 
exercise of option or conversion rights, or otherwise, for cash or credit, with or 
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without endorsement or guaranty, any property, real, personal, mixed, tangible 
or intangible, including, but not limited to, mortgages, bonds, debentures (inelud- 
ing convertible debentures), liens, pledges, and other collateral or security, con- 
tracts, claims, currencies, notes, drafts, checks, bills of exchange, acceptances 
including bankers’ acceptances, cable transfers and all other evidences of indebt- 
edness or ownership (provided that equity securities may not be directly pur- 
chased although such securities may be acquired by other means such as by 
exercise of conversion rights or through enforcement of liens, pledges or otherwise 
to satisfy a previously incurred indebtedness), and guarantee payment against 
any instrument above specified; issue letters of credit and letters of commitment; 
collect or compromise any obligations assigned to or held by, and any legal or 
equitable rights accruing to, the Manager of the Fund, and, as the Manager of 
the Fund may determine, refer any such obligations or rights to the Attorney 
General for suit or collection; and otherwise take any and all actions determined 
by the Manager of the Fund to be necessary or desirable in making, carrying 
out, servicing, compromising, liquidating, or otherwise dealing with or realizing 
on any transaction or operation authorized by this title. The Export-Import 
Bank shall administer loans made from the Fund, as provided in section 505 (b) 
of this Act. 

“Sec. 206. Natronat Apvisory Councrt.—The Fund shall be administered 
subject to the applicable provisions of section 4 of the Bretton Woods Agreements 
Act (22 U. 8S. C. 286b) with respect to the functions of the National Advisory 
Council on International Monetary and Financial Problems.” 

Sec. 7. Title III of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which relates 
to technical cooperation, is further amended as follows: 

(a) In section 304, which relates to authorization, strike out subsections (a) and 
(b) and substitute the following: ‘‘There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to 
the President to remain available until expended not to exceed $151,900,000 to 
carry out the purposes of this title.”’ 

(b) Amend section 306, which relates to multilateral technical cooperation, 
as follows: 

(1) Strike out the text cf subsection (a) and substiitute the following: 

‘$15,500,000 for the fiscal year 1958 for contributons to the United Nations 
Expanded Program of Technical Assistance: Provided, That, notwithstanding

for that period, and for the calendar year 1960 as much as but not to exceed 
33.33 per centum of the total amount contributed to the program for that period.’’. 

(2) Strike out the text of subsection (b) and substitute the following: 

‘$1,500,000 for the fiscal year 1958 for contributions to the technical cooperation 
program of the Organization of American States.’’. 

Sec. 8. Title IV of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which relates 
to other programs, is further amended as follows: 

(a) Insert before section 401 the following new section: 

“Sec. 400. Specrat AsststaNce.—(a) There is hereby authorized to be 
appropriated to the President for the fiscal year 1958 not to exceed $250,000,000 
for use on such terms and conditions as he may specify for assistance designed to

or among a group or groups of countries of the area, (B) joint health, education, 
and sanitation assistance programs undertaken by members of the Organizstion 
of American States, and (C) such land resettlement programs as will contribute 
to the resettlement of foreign and native migrants in the area as a whole, or in 
any country of the area, for the purpose of advancing economic development and 

gr cultural end industrial productivity: Provided, That assistance under this 
sentence shall emphasize loans rather than grants wherever possible, and not 
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less than 90 per centum of the funds made available for assistance under this 
subsection shall be available only for furnishing assistance on terms of repayment 
in accordance with the provisions of section 505. 

“‘(c) The President is authorized to use not to exceed $10,000,000 of funds 
appropriated pursuant to subsection (a) of this section for assistance, on such 
terms and conditions as he may specify, to schools and libraries abroad, founded 
or sponsored by citizens of the United States, and serving as study and demon- 
stration centers for ideas and practices of the United States, notwithstanding 
any other Act authorizing assistance of this kind. Further, in addition to the 
authority contained in this subsection, it is the sense of Congress that the President 
should make a special and particular effort to utilize foreign currencies accruing 
under title I of the Acricultural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954, 
as amended, for the purposes of this subsection.”’ 

(b) Amend section 401, which relates to special fund, as follows: 

(1) Strike out the title of this section and substitute ‘‘PRESIDENT’S SPE- 
CIAL AUTHORITY”.

(1) In subsection (b), strike out the words between ‘“President’”’ and ‘‘for 
necessary” and substitute “for the fiscal year 1958 not to exceed $32,750,000”; 
strike out ‘‘and section 124’’; and before the period at the end of the subsection, 
insert ‘“‘and functions under the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance 
Act of 1954, as amended (7 U. 8. C. 1691 and the following) performed by any 
agency or Officer administering nonmilitary assistance’. 

(2) Strike out subsection (c), and redesignate subsections ‘“‘(d)”’ and ‘‘(e)” as 
subsections “‘(c)’’ and ‘‘(d)’’, respectively. 

(1) Repeal section 412, which relates to Chinese and Korean students. 

(m) At the end of section 416, which relates to facilitation and encouragement 
of travel, add the following: “To this end, under the direction of the President, 
the Departments of State and Commerce, the agency primarily responsible for 
administering nonmilitary assistance under this Act and such other agencies of 
the Government as the President shall deem appropriate, in cooperation to the 
fullest extent practicable with private enterprise concerned with international 
travel, shall conduct a study of barriers to international travel and ways and 
means of promoting, developing, encouraging, and facilitating such travel in the 
mutual interests of the United States and countries assisted under this Act.” 

(n) Repeal sections 419 and 421, relating, respectively, to World Health 
Organization and Food and Agriculture Organization, which repeals shall not be 
deemed to affect amendments contained in such sections to Acts other than the 
Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended; and add the following new sections: 

“Sec. 419. Aroms ror Prace.—(a) The President is hereby authorized to 
furnish from funds made available pursuant to this section, in addition to other 
funds available for such purposes, and on such terms and conditions as he ma 
specify, assistance designed to promote the peaceful uses of atomic energy abroad. 
There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the President for the fiscal year 
1958 not to exceed $7,000,000 to carry out the purposes of this section. 

‘““(b) The United States’ share of the cost of any research reactor made available 
to another government under this section shall not exceed $350,000. 

“‘(c) In carrying out the purposes of this section, the appropriate United States 
departments and agencies shall give full and continuous publicity through the 
press, radio, and all other available mediums, so as to inform the peoples of the 
participating countries regarding the assistance, including its purpose, source, 
and character, furnished by the United States. Such pertions of any research 
reactor furnished under this section as may be appropriately die-stamped or 
labeled as a product of the United States shall be so stamped or labeled. 

“Sec. 420. Marartra Eraprcation.—The Congress of the United States, recog- 
nizing that the disease of malaria, because of its widespread prevalence, debilitat- 
ing effects, and heavy toll in human life, constitutes a major deterrent to the 
efforts of many peoples to develop their economic resources and productive 
capacities and to improve their living conditions, and further recognizing that it 
now appears technically feasible to eradicate this disease, declares it to be the 
policy of the United States and the purpose of this section to assist other peoples 
in their efforts to eradicate malaria. The President is hereby authorized to fur- 
nish to such nations, organizations, persons or other entities as he may determine, 
and on such terms and conditions as he may specify, financial and other assistance 
to carry out the purpose of this section. Not to exceed $23,300,000 of the funds 
made available pursuant to authorizations contained in this Act (other than title I, 
chapter 1, and title Il) may be used during the fiscal year 1958 to carry out the 
purpose of this section.” 

Sec. 9. Title V, chapter 1, of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to general provisions, is further amended as follows: 

(a) Amend section 503, which relates to termination of assistance, as follows: 

(1) Strike out the subsection designation ‘‘(a)’’; and in the last sentence of 
subsection (a) strike out “‘subsection’”’ and substitute “‘section”’. 

(2) Strike out subsection (b). 

(b) In section 504 (a), which relates to small business, strike out “‘chapters 2 
and’’ and substitute “‘chapter’’. 

(c) Amend section 505, which relates to loan assistance and sales, as follows: 

(1) In subsection (a), strike out “‘ Assistance’’ in the first sentence and substitute 
“Except as otherwise specifically provided in this Act, assistance’; and after 
“commodities”? both times it appears in the second sentence, insert “‘, equipment, 
materials,”’. 
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(2) In subsection (b), strike out the first sentence; and strike out ‘‘shall’’ both 
times it appears in the second sentence and substitute ‘“‘may’’.

Notice to LeGisLtative CommMirrEeEs.— When any transfer is made 
under section 501, or any other action is taken under this Act which will result in 
furnishing assistance of a kind, for a purpose, or to an area, substantially different 
from that included in the presentation to the Congress during its consideration 
of this Act or Acts appropriating funds pursuant to authorizations contained in 
this Act or which will result in expenditures greater by 50 per centum or more 
than the proposed expenditures included in such presentation for the program 
concerned, the President or such officer as he may designate shall promptly 
notify the Committee on Foreign Relations and, when military assistance is 
involved, the Committee on Armed Services of the Senate, and the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, stating the justification for such changes.

(g) In section 535 (b), which relates to cooperation with nations and inter- 
national organizations, before ‘‘in furtherance of’’ in the first sentence insert 
“consistent with and’’; and before “‘nations’’ where it appears for the first time in 
the first sentence insert ‘‘free’’. 

(h) Amend section 537, which relates to provisions on uses of funds, as follows: 

(1) In the opening clause of subsection (a), within the parentheses, strike out 
“and section 124’’. 

(2) In subsection (a), paragraph (1), strike out “1957” and substitute ‘1958”’. 

(3) Amend the text of subsection (a), paragraph (10), to read “rental or lease 
outside the continental limits of the United States of offices, buildings, grounds, 
and living quarters to house personnel; maintenance, furnishings, necessary re- 
pairs, improvements, and alterations to properties owned or rented by the United 
States Government abroad; and costs of fuel, water and utilities for such 
properties;’’. 

(4) In subsection (a), paragraph (17), strike out ‘‘or” preceding ‘‘(iii)’’; and 
after ‘“‘another’’, insert ‘‘, (iv) when he is temporarily absent from his post under 
orders, or (v) when through no fault of the emplovee storage ccests are incurred on 
such furniture and effects (including automobiles) in connection with authorized 
travel’. 

(5) In subsection (c), strike out “$12,000,000” and insert ‘‘$18,000,000"’; and 
strike out “‘in the fiscal year 1957”’. 
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(6) Add the following new subsection: 

“(e) Funds available under this Act may be used to pay costs of training United 
States citizen personnel employed or assigned pursuant to section 527 (c) (2) of 
this Act (through interchange of otherwise) at any State or local unit of govern- 
ment, public or private nonprofit institution, trade, labor, agricultural, or scientific 
association or organization, or commercial firm; and the provisions of Public 
Law 918, Eighty-fourth Congress, may be used to carry out the foregoing author- 
ity notwithstanding that interchange of personnel may not be involved or that the 
training may not take place at the institutions specified in that Act. Such train- 
ing shall not be considered employment or holding of office under title 5, United 
States Code, section 62, and any payments or contributions in connection there- 
with may, as deemed appropriate by the head of the United States Government 
agency authorizing such training, be made by private or public sources and be 
accepted by any trainee, or may be accepted by and credited to the current 
applicable appropriation of such agency: Provided, however, That any such 
payments to an employee in the nature of compensation shall be in lieu of or in 
reduction of compensation received from the Government of the United States.’’ 

Sec. 11. Title V, chapter 3, of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, 
which relates to repeal and miscellaneous provisions, is further amended as follows: 

(a) In section 543, relating to saving provisions, insert the following new 
subsections: 

“(d) Funds appropriated pursuant to provisions of this Act repealed by the 
Mutual Security Act of 1956 or the Mutual Security Act of 1957 shall remain 
available for their original purposes in accordance with the provisions of law 
originally applicable thereto. References in any Act to provisions of this Act 
repealed or stricken out by the Mutual Security Act of 1957 are hereby stricken 
out; and references in any Act to provisions of this Act redesignated by the Mutual 
Security Act of 1957 are hereby amended to refer to the new designations.” 

(b) Amend section 544, which relates to amendments to other laws, as follows: 

(1) Repeal subsections (a), (ce), (d), (e), (f), (g), (h), and (i), which repeals 
shall not be deemed to affect amendments contained in such subsections to Acts 
other than the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended; and redesignate sub- 
section ‘‘(b)’’ as subsection ‘‘(a)’’. 

(2) Add the following new subsections: 

“(b) Public Law 174, Seventy-ninth Congress, as amended, is hereby further 
amended by striking out ‘31.5’ in the proviso at the end of section 2 and inserting 
‘33.33’. 

**(e) Section 104 (h) of the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance 
Act of 1954, as amended (Public Law 480, Eighty-third Congress; 7 U. S. C. 1704) 
is amended by changing the period at the end thereof to a comma and adding: 
‘such special and particular effort to include the setting aside of such amounts 
from sale proceeds and loan repayments under this title, not in excess of $1,000,000 
a year in any one country for a period of not more than five years in advance, as 
may be determined by the Secretary of State to be required for the purposes of 
this subsection;’.”’ 

(c) In section 546 (b), relating to construction, strike out “Atomic Energy Act 
of 1946, as amended (42 U. 8.

(d) Repeal section 547, which relates to reduction of authorizations. 

(e) In section 549, relating to special provision on availability of funds, strike 
out ‘“‘chapter 3 of title I,’’ and strike out the comma following “‘title IIT’.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the consent of Congress is given to the State of New 
York to enter into the agreement or compact with the Government of Canada, 
which is set forth in chapter 259 of the laws of New York, 1957, and provides for 
the continuation of the Buffalo and Fort Erie Public Bridge Authority as a munic- 
ipal instrumentality of such State, with power to maintain and operate the high- 
way bridge over the Niagara River between the city of Buffalo in such State and 
the city of Fort Erie, Ontario, Canada. 
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Sxc..2. The joint resolution entitled “Joint resolution granting the consent of 
Congress to the State of New York to negotiate and enter into an agreement or 
compact with the Government of Canada for the establishment of the Niagara 
Frontier Port Authority with power to take over, maintain, and operate the present 
highway bridge over the Niagara River between the city of Buffalo, New York, 
and the city of Fort Erie, Ontario, Canada,”’ approved July 27, 1956 (70 Stat. 
701), is repealed. 

Sec. 3. The right to alter, amend, or repeal this joint resolution is expressly 
reserved.

AN ACT To amend Public Law 298, Eighty-fourth Congress, relating to the Corregidor-Bataan Memorial 
Commission, and for other purposes 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Act entitled ‘“‘An Act to create a Com- 
mission to be known as the Corregidor-Bataan Memorial Commission”, approved 
August 5, 1953 (67 Stat. 366), as amended, is amended as follows: By inserting 
immediately after the subparagraph ‘“(f)”’ of the new third paragraph in Public 
Law 298 the following additional subparagraphs: 

“(g) Notwithstanding section 2 of the Act of July 31, 1894, as amended (5 
U.S. C. 62), section 212 of the Act of June 30, 1932, as amended (5 U.S. C. 59a), 
or any other Federal law, one retired officer of the services mentioned in the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949 may be appointed to any civilian office or position in 
the Corregidor-Bataan Memorial Commission created by the Act of August 5, 
1953, as amended (36 U. 8. C. 426), for a period of not to exceed five years, and 
receive retired pay as a retired officer and civilian compensation concurrently. 
The retired status, office, rank, or grade such retired officer may occupy or hold, 
or any emolument, prerequisite, right, privilege, or benefit, incident to or arising 
out of such status, office, rank or grade, shall be in no way affected by reason of 
such appointment to or employment in such Commission. 

“(h) The Commission may employ, for a period of not to exceed five years, 
without regard to the civil-service laws or the Classification Act of 1949, such 
employees as may be necessary in carrying out its functions.”

AN ACT To amend the Act of August 27, 1935, as amended, to permit the disposal of lands and interests 
in lands by the Secretary of State to aliens 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Act of August 27, 1935 (49 Stat. 906), as 
amended by the Act of June 19, 1939 (53 Stat. 841), and as further amended 
October 31, 1951 (65 Stat. 707), be, and the same is hereby, amended to read as 
follows: 

“That the Secretary of State be, and he is hereby, authorized to lease any land 
heretofore or hereafter acquired under any Act, Executive order, or treaty in 
connection with projects, in whole or in part, constructed or administered by the 
Secretary of State through the said American Commissioner, or to dispose of such 
lands when no longer needed, subject to applicable regulations under the Federal 
Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949, as amended, by sale at public 
auction, after thirty days’ advertisement, at a price not less than that which may 
be fixed by three disinterested appraisers, to be designated by the Secretary of 
State, or by private sale, or otherwise, at not less than such appraised value: 
Provided, That any of such land as shall have been donated to the United States 
and which is no longer needed may be reconveyed, without cost, to the grantor 
or his heirs: Provided further, That the lease or disposal of any land pursuant 
hereto may, in the discretion of the Secretary of State, be subject to reservations in 
favor of the United States for rights-of-way for irrigation, drainage, river work, 
and other purposes, and any such disposal may be conditioned upon and made 
subject to inclusion of such lands in any existing irrigation district in the vicinity 
of such lands, the proceeds of any such lease or sale to be covered into the Treasury 
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of the United States: And provided further, That in the discretion of the Secretary 
of State, and subject to such conditions as he may deem appropriate, conveyances 
of any other of such lands not needed by the United States may be made to the 
State to which they lie adjacent or to any similarly situated county, city, or other 
governmental subdivision of such State, without cost, for use for public purposes. 

“The Secretary of State is further authorized to issue revokable licenses for 
public or private use for irrigation or other structures or uses not inconsistent with 
the use of such lands made, or to be made, by the United States, across any lands 
retained by the United States, and to execute all necessary leases, title instruments, 
and conveyances, in order to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

‘“‘Whenever the construction of any project or works undertaken or administered 
by the Secretary of State through the International Boundary and Water Com- 
mission, United States and Mexico, results in the interference with or necessitates 
the alteration or restoration of constructed and existing irrigation or water-supply 
structures, sanitary or sewage disposal works, or other structures, or physical 
property belonging to any municipal or private corporation, company, association, 
or individual, the Secretary of State may cause the restoration or reconstruction of 
such works, structures, or physical property or the construction of others in lieu 
thereof or he may compensate the owners thereof to the extent of the reasonable 
value thereof as the same may be agreed upon by the American Commissioner 
with such owner. 

“The Secretary of State acting through such officers as he may designate, is 
further authorized to consider, adjust, and pay from funds appropriated for the 
project, the construction of which resulted in damages, any claim for damages 
accruing after March 31, 1937, caused to owners of lands or other private property 
of any kind by reason of the operations of the United States, its officers or em- 
ployees, in the survey, construction, operation, or maintenance of any project 
constructed or administered through the American Commissioner, International 
Boundary and Water Commission, United States and Mexico, if such claim for 
damages does not exceed $1,000 and has been filed with the American Commis- 
sioner within one year after the damage is alleged to have occurred, and when 
in the opinion of the American Commissioner such claim is substantiated by a 
report of a board appointed by the said Commissioner.”

JOINT RESOLUTION Authorizing the President to invite the States of the Union and foreign countries 
to participate in the Saint Lawrence Seaway Celebration to be held in Chicago, Illinois, from January 1, 
1959, to December 31, 1959 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the President of the United States is authorized, by 
proclamation or in such other manner as he may deem proper, to invite the States

Whereas the metal scientist is today accepting this challenge in good spirit and 
with efficient performance, contributing actively to the mastery of new wonder 
metals and the peacetime uses of the atom; and 

Whereas the economic health of the world will be enhanced if the United States 
nurtures a friendly attitude toward worldwide scientific and industrial efforts;

Whereas several hundred distinguished metal scientists from two-score countries

of State on behalf of the United States as host government, including personal 
services without regard to civil-service and classification laws; employment of 
aliens; printing and binding without regard to section 11 of the Act of March 1, 
1919 (44 U.S. C. 111); travel expenses; rent of quarters by contract or otherwise; 
hire of passenger motor vehicles; and official functions and courtesies. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of State is authorized to accept and use contributions of 
funds, } roperty, services and facilities for the purpose of organizing and holding 
the Twelfth Session of the Assembly of the International Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion in the United States.

Paragraph (iii) of subsection (b) of section 142 of the Mutual Security 
Act of 1954, as amended, which relates to utilization of funds in Special Acco ints, 
is amended by inserting immediately before the period at the end thereof the 
following: “: Provided, That if amounts in such remainder exceed the require- 


ments of such programs, the recipient nation may utilize such excess amounts for 
other purposes agreed to by the United States which are consistent with the 
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foreign policy of the United States: Provided further, That such utilization of 
such excess amounts in all Special Accounts shall not exceed the equivalent of 
$4,000,000’’. 


DEVELOPMENT LOAN FUND 


Sec. 203. Title II of the chanter designated by paragraph (2) of section 501 of 
this Act as chapter II of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which 
relates to the Development Loan Fund, is amended as follows: 

(a) Amend section 202, which relates to general authority, as follows: 

(1) Strike out subsection (a) and substitute the following: 

‘“‘(a) To carry out the purposes of this title, there is hereby created as an agency 
of the United States of America, subject to the direction and supervision of the 
President, a bedy corporate to be known as the ‘Development Loan Fund?’ (here- 
inafter referred to in this title as the ‘Fund’) which shall have succession in its 
corporate name. The Fund shall have its principal office in the District of 
Columbia and shall be deemed, for purposes of venue in civil actions, to be a 
resident thereof. It may establish offices in such other place or places as it may 
deem necessary or appropriate.’’. 

(2) In subsection (b), strike out all preceding “‘is hereby” in the first sentence 
and substitute ‘‘The Fund’’; strike out ‘“‘he’”’ in the first sentence and substitute 
“it’’; strike out ‘“‘and (8)” in the first sentence and substitute ‘‘(3)’’; insert before 
the period at the end of the first sentence ‘“, and (4) the possible adverse effects 
upon the economy of the United States, with special reference to areas of sub- 
stantial labor surplus, of the activity and the financing operation or transaction 
involved’’; strike out “from” in the second sentence and substitute “by’’; insert 
after the third sentence ‘‘The provisions of section 955 of title 18 of the United 
States Code shall not apply to prevent any person, including any individual, 
partnership, corporation, or association, from acting for or participating with the 
Fund in any operation or transaction, or from acquiring any obligation issued in 
connection with any operation or transaction, engaged in by the Fund.”’; and 
strike out the last two sentences and substitute the following new sentence: 
“The President’s semiannual reports to the Congress on operations under this 
Act, as provided for in section 534 of this Act, shall include detailed information 
on the implementation of this title.’’. 

(b) Amend section 204, which relates to fiscal provisions, as follows: 

(1) In subsection (b), substitute “Fund” for ‘‘President’’ in the first sentence 
and strike out ‘‘against the Fund” in that sentence; change ‘‘authorized”’ to ‘‘made 
available’ in the second sentence; and insert ‘‘assets of the’”’ before “Fund” in 
the third sentence. 

(2) Strike out subsection (c) and substitute the following: 

“‘(¢c) The Fund shall be deemed to be a wholly owned Government corporation 
and shall accordingly be subject to the applicable provisions of the Government 
Corporation Control Act, as amended.’’. 

(c) Amend section 205, which relates to powers and authorities, as follows: 

(1) Insert “MANAGEMENT,” before ‘‘PowERsS” in the heading of the section. 

(2) Strike out subsections (a) and (b) and substitute the following new sub- 
sections: 

“(a) The management of the Fund shall be vested in a Board of Directors 
(hereinafter referred to in this title as the ‘Board’) consisting of the Under Secre- 
tary of State for Economic Affairs, who shall be Chairman, the Director of the 
International Cooperation Administration, the Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Export-Import Bank, the Managing Director of the Fund, and the 
United States Executive Director on the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. The Board shall carry out its functions subject to the foreign 
policy guidance of the Secretary of State. The Board shall act by a majority 
vote participated in by a quorum; and three members of the Board shall constitute 
aquorum. Subject to the foregoing sentence, vacancies in the membership of the 

soard shall not affect its power to act. The Board shall meet for organization 
purposes when and where called by the Chairman. The Board may. in addition 
to taking any other necessary or appropriate actions in connection with the man- 
agement of the Fund, adopt, amend, and repeal bylaws governing the conduct of 
its business and the performance of the authorities, powers, and functions of the 
Fund and its officers and employees. The members of the Board shall receive 
no compensation for their services on the Board but may be paid actual travel 
expenses and per diem in lieu of subsistence under the Standardized Government 
Travel Regulations in connection with travel or absence from their homes or 
regular places of business for purposes of business of the Fund. 
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““(b) There shall be a Managing Director of the Fund who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the Fund, who shall be appointed by the President of the 
United States by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and whose com- 
pensation shall be at the rate of $20,000 a year. There shall also be a Deputy 
Managing Director of the Fund, whose compensation shall be at a rate not in 
excess of $19,000 a year, and three other officers of the Fund, whose titles shall be 
detrmined by the Board and whose compensation shall be at a rate not in excess 
of $18,000 per year. Appointment to the offices provided for in the preceding 
sentence shall be by the Board. The Managing Director, in his capacity as chief 
executive officer of the “und, the Deputy Managing Director and the other officers 
of the Fund shall perform such functions as the Board may designate and shall be 
subject to the supervision and direction of the Board. During the absence or dis- 
ability of the Managing Director or in the event of a vacancy in the office of 
Managing Director, the Deputy Managing Director shall act as Managing Direc- 
tor, or, if the Deputy Managing Director is also absent or disabled or the office of 
Deputy Managing Director is vacant, such other officer as the Board may desig- 
nate shall act as Managing Director. The offices provided for in this subsection 
shall be in addition to positions otherwise authorized by law.” 

(3) In subsection (c): 

(i) Strike out all in the first sentence preceding ‘‘: enter into’”’ and substitute 
“The Fund, in addition to other powers and authorities vested in or delegated or 
assigned to the Fund or its officers or the Board, may’’; 

(ii) Strike out ‘‘may be deemed”’ in the first clause of the first sentence and 
substitute “it may deem’’; 

(iii) Strike out ‘under this title’ in the fourth clause of the first sentence and 
substitute ‘‘of the Fund”; 

(iv) Strike out “the Manager of” in the fifth clause, both times it appears in 
the seventh cla ise, and in the last clause of the first sentence; 

v) Insert after the seventh cla:se of the first sentence, following ‘‘collection;’’, 
the following: “‘adost, alter and use a corporate seal which shall be judicially 
noticed; require bonds for the faithful performance of the d-ties of its officers, 
attorneys, agents and employees and pay the premiums thereon; sie and be sued 
in iis corporate name (vrovided that no attachment, injunction, garnishment, or 
similar process, mesne or final, shall be issied against the Fund or any officer 
thereof, including the Board or any member thereof, in his official capacity or 
agiinst proverty or finds owned or held by the Fund or any sch officer in his 
official capacity) ; exercise, in the payment of debts out of bankrupt, insolvent or 
decedent’s estates, the priority of the Government of the United States; purchase 
one passenger motor vehicle for use in the continental United States and replace 
such vehicle from time to time as necessary; use the United States mails in the 
same manner and under the same conditions as the executive departments of the 
Federal Government;”’; 

(vi) Strike ont all following ‘‘oneration”’ in the last clause of the first sentence 
and sibstitute “, or in carrying out any function.’’. 

(vii) Insert the following new sentence after the first sentence of the subsec- 
tion: ‘‘Nothing herein shall be construed to exempt the Fund or its operations 
from the a>»plication of sections 507 (b) and 2679 of title 28, United States Code, 
or of section 367 of the Revised Statutes (5 U.S. C. 316), or to ar thorize the Fund 
to borrow any funds from any source without the express legislative permission 
of the Congress.” 

(4) Insert the following new subsections: 

‘““(d) The Fund shall contribute, from the respective appropriation or fund 
used for payment of salaries, pay or compensation, to the civil-service retirement 
and disability fund, a sum as provided by section 4 (a) of the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act, as amended (5 U. 8. C. 2254a), except that such sum shall be de- 
termined by applying to the total basic salaries (as defined in that Act) paid to 
the employees of the Fund covered by that Act, the per centum rate determined 
annually by the Civil Service Commission to be the excess of the total normal 
cost per centum rate of the civil service retirement system over the employee 
deduction rate specified in said section 4 (a). The Fund shall also contribute at 
least quarterly from such appropriation or fund, to the employees’ compensation 
fund, the amount determined by the Secretary of Labor to be the full cost of 
benefits and other payments made from such fund on account of injuries and 
deaths of its employees which may hereafter occur. The Fund shall also pay 
into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts that portion of the cost of adminis- 
tration of the respective funds attributable to its employees, as determined by 
the Civil Service Commission and the Secretary of Labor. 
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‘“‘(e) The assets of the Development Loan Fund on the date of enactment of 
the Mutual Security Act of 1958 shall be transferred as of such date to the body 
corporate created by section 202 (a) of this Act. In addition, records, personnel, 
and property of the International Cooperation Administration may, as agreed by 
the Managing Director and the Director of the International Cooperation Ad- 
ministration or as determined by the President, be transferred to the Fund. 
Obligations and liabilities incurred against. and rights established or acquired for 
the benefit of or with respect to, the Development Loan Fund during the period 
between August 14, 1957, and the date of enactment of the Mutual Security Act 
of 1958 are hereby transferred to, and accepted and assumed by, the body corpo- 
rate created by section 202 (a) of this Act. A person serving as Manager of the 
Development Loan Fund as of the date of enactment of the Mutual Security Act 
of 1958 shall not, by reason of the enactment of that Act, require reappointment 
in order to serve in the office of Managing Director provided for in section 205 (b) 
of this Act.” 

TECHNICAL COOPERATION 


Sec. 204. Title III of the chapter designated by paragraph (2) of section 501 
of this Act as chapter II of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which 
relates to technical cooperation, is amended as follows: 

(a) In section 304, which relates to authorization, strike out “$151,900,000” 
and insert in lieu thereof ‘$150,000,000 for use beginning in the fiseal year 1959.” 

(b) Amend section 306, which relates to multilateral technical cooperation, 
as follows: 

(1) Insert ‘“‘AND RELATED PROGRAMS’”’ after “‘COOPERATION”’ in the heading of 
the section; insert ‘and this Act’”’ after ‘title’ in the first sentence; and insert 
‘“‘and related’”’ after ‘‘cooperation’’ in the first sentence. 

(2) In subsection (a), which relates to contributions to the United Nations 
Expanded Program of Technical Assistance, strike out ‘‘$15,500,000 for the fiscal 
year 1958”’ and substitute ‘$20,000,000 for the fiscal year 1959’’; insert ‘‘and 
such related funds as may hereafter be established’’ after ‘‘Assistanee’’; and in 
the proviso change ‘‘to this program”’ to “for such purpose” and after the word 
“contributed’’ the first time it appears, strike the remainder of the subsection 
and insert “for such purpose and for succeeding calendar years not to exceed 40 
per centum of the total amount contributed for such purpose for each such year.”’ 

(3) In subsection (b), which relates to contributions to the technical cooperation 
program of the Organization of American States, strike out ‘‘1958’’ and substitute 
661959.” 


SPECIAL ASSISTANCE AND OTHER PROGRAMS 


Sec. 205. Title IV of the chapter designated by paragraph (2) of section 501 
of this Act as chapter II of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, which 
relates to special assistance and other programs, is further amended as follows: 

(a) In subsection (a) of section 400, which relates to special assistance, strike 
out ‘‘1958” and ‘'3250,000,000” in the first sentence and insert in lieu thereof 
‘1959”" and ‘$202,500,000”, respectively; and strike out all following ‘‘stability”’ 
in the first sentence and all of the last sentence and insert a period. 

(b) In section 402, which relates to earmarking of funds, strike out ‘‘1958’’ 
in the first sentence and substitute ‘1959’. 

(c) Repeal sections 403 and 404, which relate, respectively, to special as- 
sistance in joint control areas and responsibilities in Germany, and substitute 
the following new section: 

“Src. 403. RESPONSIBILITIES INGERMANY.—The President is hereby authorized 
to use during the fiscal year 1959 not to exceed $8,200,000 of the funds made 
available pursuant to section 400 (a) of this Act in order to meet the responsibilities 
or objectives of the United States in Germany, including West Berlin. In carrying 
out this section, the President may also use currency which has been or may be 
deposited in the GARIOA (Government and Relief in Occupied Areas) Special 
Account, including that part of the German currency now or herafter deposited 
under the bilateral agreement of December 15, 1949, between the United States 
and the Federal Republic of Germany (or any supplementary or succeeding 
agreement) which, upon approval by the President, shall be deposited in the 
GARIOA Special Account under the terms of article V of that agreement. The 
President may use the funds available for the purposes of this section on such terms 
and conditions as he may specify, and without regard to any provision of law 
which he determines must be disregarded.” 
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(d) Amend section 405, which relates to migrants, refugees, and escapees, as 
follows: 

(1) In subsection (c), strike out all following “fiscal year’? and substitute 
**1959 not to exceed $1,200,000 for contributions to the program of the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees for assistance to refugees under his 
mandate.” 

(2) Insuhsection (d), strike out “1958” and “$5,500,000” and substitute ‘'1959” 
and ‘$8,600,000’, respectively. 

(e) In se*tion 406, which relates to children’s welfare, strike out “1958” and 
substitute ‘'1959”’. 

(f) In section 407, which relates to Palestine refugees in the Near East, amend 
the first sentence to read as follows: ‘‘There is hereby authorized to be appro- 
priated to the President for the fiscal year 1959 not to exceed $25,000,000 to be 
used to make contributions to the United Nations Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees in the Near East: Provided, That of the funds appropriated 
pursuant to this section fifteen per centum shall be available only for repatriation 
or resettlement of such refugees.”

paragraph (F) “or such other officer as the President may designate’. 

(2) Insert the following new subsection: 

**(e) Under the direction of the President, the Departments of State and Com- 
merce and such other agencies of the Government as the President shall deem 
appropriate, in cooperation to the fullest extent practicable with private enterprise 
concerned with international trade, foreign investment, and business operations in 
foreign countries, shall conduct a study of the ways and means in which the role 
of the private sector of the national economy can be more effectively utilized and 
protected in carrying out the purposes of this Act, so as to promote the foreign 
policy of the United States, to stabilize and to expand its economy and to prevent 
adverse effects, with special reference to areas of substantial labor surplus. Such 
study shall include specific recommendations for such legislative and administra- 
tive action as may be necessary to expand the role of private enterprise in ad- 
vancing the foreign policy objectives of the United States.” 

(k) At the end of section 414 (b), which relates to munitions control, add the 
following: ‘Such regulations shall prohibit the return to the United States for 
sale in the United States (other than for the Armed Forces of the United States 
and its allies) of any military firearms or ammunition of United States manu- 
facture furnished to foreign governments by the United States under this Act or 
any other foreign assistance program of the United States, whether or not advanced 
in value or improved in condition in a foreign country. This prohibition shall not 
extend to similar firearms that have been so substantially transformed as to be- 
come, in effect, articles of foreign manufacture.”

Within the first sixty days that Congress is in session in each calendar 
year, the chairman of each such committee shall consolidate the reports of each 
member and employee of the committee and forward said consolidated report, 
showing the total itemized expenditures of the committee and each subcommittee 
thereof during the preceding calendar year, to the Committee on House Adminis- 
tration of the House of Representatives (if the committee be a committee of the 
House of Representatives or a joint committee whose funds are disbursed by the 
Clerk of the House) or to the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate (if the 
committee be a Senate committee or a joint committee whose funds are disbursed 
by the Secretary of the Senate). Each such report submitted by each committee 
shall be published in the Congressional Record within ten legislative days after 
receipt by the Committee on House Administration of the House or the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations of the Senate.” 

(b) Section 509, which relates to shipping on United States vessels, is amended 
by adding the following new sentence at the end thereof: “Sales of fresh fruit 
and the products thereof under this Act shall be exempt from the requirements 
of the cargo preference laws (Public Resolution 17, Seventy-third Congress, and 
section 901 (b) of the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, as amended).”’. 

(ec) Section 510, which relates to purchase of commodities, is amended by 
striking out ‘“‘title II or’’ in the first sentence. 
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(d) Add the following new sections immediately after section 515: 

“Sec. 516. Pronreirion AGatinst Dest RETIREMENT.—None of the funds 
made available under this Act nor any of the counterpart funds generated as a 
result of assistance under this Act or any other Act shall be used to make pay- 
ments on account of the principal or interest on any debt of any foreign govern- 
ment or on any loan made to such government by any other foreign government; 
nor shall any of these funds be expended for any purpose for which funds have 
been withdrawn by any recipient country to make payment on such debts: 
Provided, That to the extent that funds have been borrowed by sany foreign 
government in order to make a deposit of counterpart and such deposit is in 
excess of the amount that would be required to be deposited pursuant to the 
formula prescribed by section 142 (b) of this Act, such counterpart may be used 
in such country for any agreed purpose consistent with the provisions of this Act 

“Sec. 517. COMPLETION OF PLANS AND Cost EstrmateEs.—After June 30, 1958, 
no agreement or grant which constitutes an obligation of the United States in 
excess of $100,000 under section 1311 of the Supplemental Appropriation Act, 
1955, shall be made for any assistance authorized under title I or III (except 
section 306) of chapter II, or section 400 (a)— 

‘““(1) if such agreement or grant requires substantive technical or financial 
planning, until engineering, financial, and other plans necessary to carry out 
such assistance, and a reasonably firm estimate of the cost to the United 
States of providing such assistance, have been completed: and 

(2) if such agreement or grant requires legislative action within the 
recipient country. unless such legislative action may reasonably be antici 
pated to be completed within one year from the date the agreement or 
grant is made. 

This section shall not apply to any assistance furnished for the sole purpose of 
preparation of engineering, financial, and other plans.” 

(e) Amend section 527, which relates to the employment of personnel. by 
adding the following new subsection, such amendment to take effect nine months 
after the date of enactment of this Act: 

“(e) Notwithstanding the provisions of title 10, United States Code, section 
712, or any other law containing similar authority, officers and employees of the 
United States performing functions under this Act shall not accept from any 
foreign nation any compensation or other benefits.

“(f) During the annual presentation to the Congress of requests for authoriza- 
tions and appropriations under this Act, a detailed explanation of the method by 
which the proposed programs for each country have been arrived at shall be 
submitted, including all significant factors considered in arriving at such proposed 
programs.”

nothing in this paragraph shall be construed to apply to any employee of 
such contractor or subcontractor who is engaged exclusively in furnishing 
materials or supplies under his contract;’’.

Organization. Any money so received shall be held by the Secretary of State 
and shall be subject to disbursement through the disbursement facilities of the 
Treasury Department as the terms of the gift or bequest may require and shall 
remain available for expenditure by grant or otherwise until expended: Provided, 
That no such gift or bequest may be accepted or disbursed if the terms thereof are 
are inconsistent with the purposes of the National Commission as set forth in this 
Act and in the constitution of the Organization. In no event shall the National 
Commission accept gifts or bequests in excess of $200,000 in the aggregate in any 
one year. Gifts or bequests provided for herein shall for the purposes of Federal 
— estate, and gift taxes, be deemed to be a gift to or for the United States. 
The National Commission and Secretary of State shall submit to Congress annual 
reports of receipts and expenditures of funds and bequests received and disbursed 
pursuant to the provisions of this section.’’ 

(f) The portion of subsection (a) of section 2 of the joint resolution of June 30, 
1948, as amended (22 U.S. C. 272a (a)), which precedes “, as apportioned”’ i 
amended to read as follows: ‘‘(a) such sums as may be necessary for the payment

cases where the United States is not a formal party to contracts approved and 
financed under the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as amended, the Secretary, 
upon the recommendation of the head of any department or agency of the United 
States, may, in the exercise of his discretion, waive the application of the pro- 
visions of this subparagraph with respect to any such contracts, subcontracts, or 
subordinate contracts, work location under such contracts, subcontracts, or 
subordinate contracts, or classification of employees.’’

Losses shall include the dollar 
losses on foreign currencies sold, and the dollar cost of foreign currencies which 
(a) the Secretary of the Treasury, after consultation with the Director, has 
determined to be unavailable for, or in excess of, requirements of the United 
States, or (b) have been transferred to other accounts without reimbursement to 
the special account 

(3) Dollars appropriated pursuant to this section shall be applied to the 
payment of interest and in satisfaction of notes issued or assumed hereunder, and 
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to the extent of such application to the principal of the notes, the Director is 
authorized to issue notes to the Secretary of the Treasury which will bear interest 
at a rate to be determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, taking into con- 
sideration the current average market yields of outstanding marketable obligations 
of the United States having maturities comparable to the guaranties. The 
currencies determined to be unavailable for, or in excess of, requirements of the 
United States as provided above shall be transferred to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to be held until disposed of, and any dollar proceeds realized from such 
disposition shall be deposited in miscellaneous receipts.’’. 

(j) ‘The Act of May 26, 1949, as amended (5 U. 8. C. 15la—-15lc), relating to 
the organization of the Department of State, is amended as follows: 

(1) In the first section, strike out “‘three’’ and insert ‘‘two’’. 

(2) In section 2, designate the present language as ‘“‘(a)’’ and add the following 
new subsection: 

‘“‘(b) There is hereby established in the Department of State the Office of 
Under Secretary of State for Economic Affairs, which shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. The 
Under Secretary of State for Economie Affairs shall receive compensation at the 
rate of $22,000 per year and shall perform such duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of State. The President may initially fill the position of Under 
Secretary of State for Economie Affairs by appointing, without further advice 
and consent of the Senate, the officer who, on the date of the enactment of this 
subsection, held the position of Deputy Under Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs. Any provision of law vesting authority in the ‘Deputy Under Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs’ or any other reference with respect thereto, is 
hereby amended to vest such authority in the Under Secretary of State for Eco- 
nomic Affairs.”

Whereas the membe ship of Spain would strengthen the strategic position of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and of the United States: Now, there- 
fore, be it 


Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concurring), That it is the 
sense of the Congress of the United States that the Department of State should 
continue to use its good offices toward the end of achieving participation by 
Spain in the North Atlantic Treaty and as a member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization.

HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 204 


Whereas the Hungarian freedom revolution which broke out October 23, 1956, 
was catastrophic in nature, and subsequent events shocked the conscience of the

Whereas the barbaric action of the Soviet Union in Hungary demonstrates that 
the Soviet Union is determined to go to any and all lengths to maintain its 
empire of enslaved peoples by the most brutal forms of armed subjugation and 
repression; and 

Whereas the Special ene on the Problem of Hungary, created by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations under its resolution 1132 (XI) adopted 
at its six hundred and ‘thirty-sixth plenary meeting on January 10, 1957, has 
established that what took place in Hungary in the latter part of 1956 was a 
_— uneous national uprising caused by long-standing grievances engendered 

by the oppressive way of life under Communist rule and by the state of captivity 
of Hungary under control of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics; and 

Whereas the crisis and foment created by developments in the satellite nations 
require a continued reevaluation by the United States and the United Nations 
of strategic policy to meet changing conditions: Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved by the House of Re presentatives (the Senate concurring), That it is the 
sense of the Congress that the President, through the United States representatives 
to the United Nations at the forthcoming special reconvening of the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations, should take every appropriate action toward the 
immediate consideration and adoption of the report of the United Nations Special 
Committee on the Problem of Hungary and toward the immediate consideration 
of other available information on the brutal action of the Soviet Union in Hungary. 
It is further the sense of the Congress that the President, through such United 
States representatives, should at such reconvened session join actively in seeking 
the most effective way of dealing with the report of the United Nations Special 
Committee in order to advance the objectives of the United Nations regarding 
the situation in Hungary, to prevent further repressive action by the Soviet 
Union, and to seek all practical redress of the wrong which has been committed in 
violation of the principles of the United Nations and the elemental requirements of 
humanity. 

Sec. 2. It is the sense of the Congress that the United States should implement 
policies, through the United Nations or in cooperation with the peoples of the 
free world, that will work toward the freedom and independence of the captive 
nations, and will effectively utilize the position of the United States through all 
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proper means, to the end that the Hungarian tragedy shall not be repeated 
anywhere.

Whereas man is standing upon the threshold of a new era of space exploration; 
and 
Whereas it is the devout wish of all peoples everywhere, in every nation, in every 
environment, that the exploration of outer space shall be by peaceful means 
and shall be dedicated to peaceful purposes; and 
Whereas the United States as a nation and as a people favors the peaceful solution 
of all international problems: Now, therefore, be it 
Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concurring), That the Congress 
of the United States believes that the nations of the world should join in the estab- 
lishment of plans for the peaceful exploration of outer space, should ban the use 
of outer space for military aggrandizement, and should endeavor to broaden 
man’s knowledge of space with the purpose of advancing the good of all mankind 
rather than for the benefit of one nation or group of nations; 
That it is the sense of the Congress: 

That the United States should strive, through the United Nations or such 
other means as may be most appropriate, for an international agreement 
banning the use of outer space for military purposes; 

That the United States should seek through the United Nations or such 
other means as may be most appropriate an international agreement providing 
for joint exploration of outer space and establishing a method by which dis- 
putes which arise in the future in relation to outer space will be solved by 
legal, peaceful methods, rather than by resort to violence; 

That the United States should press for an international agreement pro- 
viding for joint cooperation in the advancement of scientific developments 
which can be expected to flow from the exploration of outer space, such as 
the improvement of communications, the betterment of weather forecasting, 
and other benefits; and 

That the Congress respectfully requests the President to effectuate. in 
every way possible the objectives set forth in this resolution.

Whereas the revolt of the Hungarian people in 1956 against Soviet control was

position to take such action without the approval of the Soviet Union; and 

Whereas these promises were treacherously ignored bv Soviet forces and Imre 
Nagy was seized and held incommunicado; and 

Whereas the Soviet imposed Communist regime of Hungary has now announced 
that Imre Nagy, together with his colleagues Miklos Gimes, Pal Maleter, and 
Jozsef Szilagyi have been tried and executed in secret; and 

Whereas this brutal political reprisal shocks the conscience of decent mankind: 
Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concurring), That it is the sense 
of the Congress of the United States that the President of the United States 
express through the organs of the United Nations and through all other appro- 
priate channels, the deep sense of indignation of the United States at this act of 
barbarism and perfidy of the Government of the Soviet Union and its instrument 
for the suppression of the independence of Hungary, the Hungarian Communist 
regime; and be it further 
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Resolved, That it is the sense of the Congress of the United States that the 
President of the United States express through all appropriate channels the 
sympathy of the people of the United States for the people of Hungary on the 
occasion of this new expression of their ordeal of political oppression and terror.

opment of democratic institutions, and reaffirms the friendship of the people of 
the United States for the people of Ghana.

Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives concurring), That the Con- 

gress of the United States extends its most cordial greetings to the Federal 

Legislature of The West Indies on this historic occasion, and expresses the earnest 

hope that the Federal Legislature and the people of The West Indies will enjoy 

continuing success in their new status, and reaffirms the friendship of the United 

States for the people of The West Indies.
